HOW JUMBO LIVES. 
From the New York Tribune. 

Jumbo. P. T. Barnum’s famous elephant, has 
now been in this country vearly a year. After trav- 
cling through most of the eastern states and part of 
the west. be is housed in winter qnarters at Bridge- 
port. Mr. Bailey, one of the firm of showmen, said 
yesterday that Jumbo had grewa agreat deal. His 
height is fully seven inches greater than it was a 
year ago, and he has gained three-quarters of a ton 
in weight At no time since his arrival here has he 
been fractious; he has always shown « docile and 
eventemper. Scott. the keeper from the London 
Zoological garden, is still with him. Jumbo has 
recenuy shown much affection for the baby ele- 
phaut, and when the latter is taken from him he 
omes restless, swaying from side to sida 
throwing his trunk around and uttering pe- 

lar eries. Mr. Bailey asserts that nearly all 
elephants thrive better in this country than in 
Europe. This be attribut d to the care and kina- 
ness bestowed upon them and the better under- 
standing of their habits and temperament “We 
are the only people that ever succeeded in breeding 
elephbants,”’ said he; “‘ciimate has nothing to do 
with it: care, kindness, attention and close study

A SORROWFUL TRAGEDY. 


A Young Texan's Death in New York His Wife's 
Sad Ending. 


New York, February 19.—One of the saddet trag- 
edies ever known was the death of Jacob Ross 
Greene, who was untila few months ago a thriving 
young man in the town of Bastrop, Texas. He was 
engaged in the livery business, and was reputed to 
be worth from $20,000 to $25,000, a sum which in 
that locality caused its possessor to be looked upon 
as aman of wealth. His father was the wealthiest 


man in the county, his possessions being estimated 
at over $100,000. The son, wh» was thirty-five 
years of age, had married some years _pre- 
viously, and was the father of four children—two 
boys and two girls—the eldest of whom was about 
thirteen years old and the youngest five years. He 
was devotedly attached to his wife and the two bad 
lived very happily together since their marriage. 
About five years ago his wife, aftera severe attack 
of illness, bet ayed evidences ‘of mental trouble’ 
This continued but fora short time, when she ap- 
parentivy regained her usual health. About the 
middle of last month the wife again began to talk 
and acti queerly, and the fears of the husband were 
once more arcused. He became more assiduous in 
his attentions to her and was car: ful to bein her 
company as much as possible, fearing 
she micht do herself bodily harm. On the morning 
of the isth of January, the motber prepared the 
children for schoo! at an hour earlier than. that to 
which they were accustomed. The little ones de- 
murred to being sent off so early, but the mother 
insisted and they finally started fo: the school- 
house. Something demanded Mr. Greene's a ten- 
tien at the barn, which stood not far from the 
house, but his wife was acting so oddly that he 
fared to leave heralonetora moment. Cailing 
the servant girl, he instructed her to pay close atten- 
tion to the movements of her mistress, and not to 
let her out of her sight. This the girl promised to 
do There was method in the madness of the 
unfortunate woman, bowever, and her tactics 
betrayed a certain crafty shrewdness) No sooner 
had her husband left the house than she directed 
the gir! to attend to certain household duties in the 
kitchen on the floor below. The servant hesitated 
to comply, but upon her mistress reiterating her 
command peremptorily she did es she was directed. 
Then the unfortunate maniac—for such she had 
become—procreded to carry out the purpose which 
she had evidently been planning. Seizing a large 
lamp, full of oil, which stood upon the mantel, she 
poured its contents over her head and saturated 
her clothing with the inflammable fluid. Then she

ine affrighted servant, hearing the agonized 
screams of the unfortunate lady, hurried up the 
stairs, but when she tried to enter the room found 
the door locked. The poor deranged mind had laid 
its plan well. Mr. Greene, too, heard the shrieks 
and his heart at once misgave him. Rushing out 
to the barn and looking toward the house he be- 
field a sight that almost froze his bloed in his 
veins. Standing at a window which looked out 
upon a low balcony was his wife, the flames curl- 
ing up about her, while she made frantic ¢fforts 
to open the casement. A dozen bounds brought 
him to thespot, and dashing through the window 
he took up his wife in his arms, carried her over 
the varanda ad threw her upon a grassy iawn, 
rolling her over aid over in the effort to extinguish 
the. flames. He finally succeeded, with the help 
of the servant, but not until his hands and arms 
had been badly burned. The flames, however, 
had done thgircrnel work. The unfortunate wo- 
man lingered in terrible agony from eight o'clock 
in the morning until two in the afternoon, when 
she died. 
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THE STRICKEN HUSBAND, 

The husband wes physically and mentally pros- 
trated. Hewas placed under medical care, but 
though his burns were severe and painful, they 
were nothing to his mental anguish. For six days 
he did not sleep and refused to eat. On the morn- 
ing of the sixth day he developed symptoms of 
mania, and inavery shorttime thereafter became 
araving maniac. His physicians recommend tbat 
he be brou¢cht to New York for treatment, ard 
about the lst of this month he was ‘pu. aboard a 
train, in care of his father, Mr. R. S. Greene; his 
uncle, Perry Greene, and his brother, D.S. Greere. 
pon their arrival here several attempts were mae 
to secure hotel accommodations for the suffering 
man, but without SUCCESS. He was 
fiually taken to Bellevue hospital, where he re- 
mained a couple of days, but as nothing could be 
done for him tnere he was removed to Blowmin: dale 
asylum. This was-on the afternoon of the &th in- 
stant. He remained tbere until the l!th, late in the 
evening of which day he died, having refused to 
parte ke of any food and being unable to sleep. The 
cause of death was certified by the physician who 
attended him to be acute mania, complicated by 
pleuro-pneumotiia. His friends explaiu it more 
simply by saying thathe died of a broken keart 
Upon the record book of Bloomingdale a<ylum is 
this minute: ‘*Exhausted by the jourocy from Tex- 
as, while he wasin a highly maniacal condi- 
tion, toge'her with almostenti e insomnolency and 
fasting. Although xnown here oply three days 
his death was particularly regretted, anid much 
sympathy is expressed forhis bereaved father He 
is reported to huve had a collegiate education, to 
have been a consistent member of a Chri-tian 
church since he was 18 years ofage, and to have 
been an abstinent wan inacommunityin which 
drinking to excersissnpposed to largely prevail, 
to have been an upright and prosperous business 
man, a goodcitizenand exemplary and faithful 
in the relationsof son, husband andfather."’ The 
body of the unfortunate Man was taken on Mon- 
day last to his late home

THE GEORGIA PACIFIC, 


The Read to be Completed te Aanisten in a Very 
£ Few Days. 

This morning at seven o'clock Major John W. 
Johnson, vice- president of the Georgia Pacific rail- 
road, Celonel Foreacre, general superintendent 
and Major Temple, chief engineer, will leave fora 
trip to the principal points glong the line of the 


road. Among other places they will visit Anniston, 
Birmingham, Columbus, and Greenville. Major 
Johnson will be gone two weeks, Colonal Fore- 
acreand Major Temple may return earlier. The 
trip is one of general leaperties. Work on the road 
is progressing steadily, and it is expected that con- 
struction trains will be able to go over the road to 
Anniston by the last of this week, but a regular 
schedule will not be put on by thattime. It is the 
policy of the management to build steadily and 
surely and te have the bed in good condition before 
itis putin use. Asa result, there has so far been no 
accident of a serious nature on the road since it was 
putin operation The distance from Atlanta to 
Anniston is 103 miles. Of this there have been laid 
101 miles, leaving a gap of 2 miles, the grading of 
which is done, and the steel rails for which have 
one forward. The road is being operated from At- 
aniatoa poiut near Edwardsville, 70 miles, and it 
is expected that trains will run through to Annis- 
ton in a very short time. The bad weather has hin- 
dered the work very greatly. From Anniston to the 
Coosa river is 23 miles, of which 20 miles are graded 
and the balance will soon be done, The steel rail 
for this 23 miles has been bought for March deliv- 
ery. Progress is being made on. the ma- 
sonry of the Coosa river bridge. The 
bridge will be built of iron and the contract has 
been let. From the Coosa river to Birmingham is 
41 miles, of which 1] miles have been graded, and 
upon the balance ef which large forces of laborers 
are engaged. It is expected that trains will run 
through from Atlanta to Birmingham by November 
Ist. From Birmingham to Columbus is 125 miles. 
No work has yet been entered upon from Birmi: g- 
ham west; but from Columbus east 48 miles have 
boen laid, and quite an amount is under contract, 
to be completed in April, on which the grading is 
well advanced—large forees of laborers being en- 
gaged. The steel rail for this has been bought, and 
bas gone forwardin part. That portion of the road 
in operation betwen Atlanta aud Anniston is pro- 
vided witha sufficient equipment for present busi- 
ness, and the full equipment of $?,009 per mile for 
this 103 miles has been bought, and is going forward. 
A contract has been closed for fourteen new Rogers 
locomotives, which will be built and delivered 
during the coming summer. The rails bave been

Planting Season. 

As the next month or six weeks will close the 
present planting season, it will be well for persons 
desirous of supplying their gardens and orchards 
with fruit, ornamental and shade trees and plants, 
to be prompt in selecting the kinds to be placed 
upon their grounds and the source from which to 
procure them.
